I need not declare that he was a ſtrict 
Student, becauſe, that he was fo, there 
will be many teſtimonies in the future

! rell, that he was made Mor Fellow in 
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che year 1609, Batchelor of Art 1h the 
year 1611, Major Fellow of the Colleage, 
March 15. 1615. And, that in that 
yeat , he was alſo made Ma#Fer of Arts, 
being then in the 224 year of his Age 3 
during all which time, all, or the great- 
eſt diverſion from his Study , was the 
practice of Mufick.in which he became 
a great Maſter; and of which,he would 
ſay, That it did reheve his drooping [þi- 
rits, compoſe his diftrated thouzhts, and 
raiſe his weary Soul ſo far above Earth, 
that it gave him an earneſt of the juyes 
of Heaven, before he poſſeſt them, And it 
may be noted, that from his fi:ſt en- 
trance into the Colledge , the gene- 
rous Dr, Newil was a cheriſher of his

In this time of Mr, Zerberts attend- 
ance and expeRation of ſome £00d 0c- 
cation to remove him from Cambridge, 
to Coutt ; God, in whom there is an 
unſeen Chain of Cauſes, did in a ſhort 
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rime put an end to the lives of two of 
his moſt oblieging and moſt powerful 
*; friends, Lodowick Duke of Richmond, 
and Fames Marqueſs of Flamiltos ; and

About three months after his Marri-

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[a the midſt of theſe Conflis, his 
old and dear friepda Mr, Fohn Woodnot, 
rook a j>urney to ſalute him at Baintor 
( wnhere he then was with his Waves 
Friends and Relations ) and was joyful to

man, And,deliyer'd his Sermon after 
a moſt florid manner , both with grear 
learning and eloquence. And ar the 
Cloſe of his Sermon, told them , That 
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ſhould not be his conſtant way of Preach- 
ing, and that he would not fill their heads 
with unneceſſary Notions ;, but , that for 


their ſakes, his langnage and his expreſſs- 


ons ſhould be more plain and prattical in 
his future Sermoys, And he then made 
it his humble requeſt, That they wou'd be 
conftant to the Afternoons Seruge, and

Then, we date proceed to beg of the 
Lord ,to open our lips,that our mouths may 
fhew forth his praiſe; tor, till then, we 
are neither able, nor worthy to praiſe 
him: Bur this being ſuppos'd, we are 
then fit to ſay, Glory be to the Father, 
and to the Son, and to the Holy Ghoſt ; 


and fit to proceed to a further ſervice of 
our 
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our God, in the Coles, and Pſaims,and 
Lands that follow in the Service, 

And, as to theſe Pſa/ms and Lands, 
he proceeded to inform them, why they 
were ſo often, and {o-re of them daily 
repeated in our Charch- ſervice : name- 
ly, the P/alms every Month , becauſe 
they be an Hiforical and thankful repe- 
tition of metrcies paſt; and, fuch a 
compoſition of prayers and praiſes, as 
ought to be repeated often, and pub- 
lickly ; for, with ſuch Sacrifices, Gol is 
honour'd, and well-pleaſed, This, for the 
Pſalms. 

And for the Hymns and Lauds, ap- 
pointed to bedaily repeated or ſung af- 
ter the firſt and ſecond Leſſons were 
read to the Eongregation, he proceed- 
ed to inform them, that it was moſt 
reaſonable , after they have heard the 
will and goodneſs of God declar'd or 
preach't by the Prieſt in his reading the 
two Chapters,th3t ic was then a ſeaſo- 
nable Duty to riſe up and expreſs their

directed to kneel down, and pray for 
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them, ſaying——The Lord be with you- -- 
And then they pray for him, ſaying 

And with thy ſpirit ; and he aflur'd them, 
that when there is ſuch mutual love , 
and ſuch joint prayers offer'd for each 
other, then the holy Angels look down 
from Heaven, and are ready to carry 
ſach charitable deſires ro God Almigh- 
ty,and he as ready to receive them ; and 
that a Chriſtian Congregation calling 
thus upon God, with one heart, and one 
voyce, and in one reverend and humble 
poſture look as beautifully as Fernſaler, 
chat is at peace with it ſelf, 

He inſt1ucted them, why the prayer 
of our Lord was pray'd often in every 
full ſervice of the Church; namely, at 
the concluſion of the ſeveral parts of 
that Service; and pray'd then, not only 
becauſe it was compos'd and command- 
ed by our Jeſus that made it, but as a 
perfect pattern for our leſs perte&t forms 
of prayer,and therefore fitteſt ro ſum up
